W HEREAS many perfens, by lojjfes and other misfortunes^ 
are rendered incapable of paying their whole debts ; and though

ftatute-ftaple, ftatute-merchant, recognizance, or judgement, 
acknowledged by or obtained againft any fuch prifoner or pri- 
foners, to take place upon die lands, tenements, or real eftate, 
of fuch prifoner ,or prifoners ; and allb where any inquifition 
fhall have been taken upon any fuch ftatute or recognizance, or 
any writ or execution lhall have been taken out and delivered to 
the fherifir or proper officer, upon any fuch judgement beforo ^ 
fuch difcbarge foall be given in open teffion to any fuch peifpn 
as aforefaid, the perfonal eftate of every fuch prifoner refpeiftively 
> lhall be fubjedt thereto, in the fir ft place, for fo much as fhall 
remain due upon fuch mortgage, ftatute, recognizance, or 
judgement refpe^vely, in like manner as fuclt mortgagees and 
creditors, by ftatute, recognizance, or judgement, would have 
been preferred to other creditors of an inferioi: nature, againft 
the real or perfonal eftate of fuch prifoner and prifoners refpec- 
tively, if this aA had not been made ; any thing herein-before 
contained to the contrary thereof in any wife notwithftanding.

a drawback of all the before-mentioned duties paid upon the importa^ 
iton of fuch wine by virtue of the faid recited a£iy except the fum of 
three poundSy thirteen JhillingSy and fxpence per ton : And whereasy 
in order to promote and encourage the exportation of wines from this 
kingdom to the Britifh colonies or plantations in America, and to 
the Britifh fetflements in the Eaft Indies, it is expedient to allow

W HEREAS, by an a£f made in the fir ft year of the reign of 
king William and queen Mary, {fntituledt An a£l for ex- 
empting their Majedies proteftant fubjedls, diffenting from the 
church of England^ from the penalties of certain laws,) per font 
diffenting from the church of England, in holy orders, or pretended 
holy orders, or pretending to holy orders, and preachers or teachers of 
any congregation of diffenting prot^iants, are required, in order to be 
entitled to certain exemptions, benefits, privileges, and advantages, to
